Recently, Dr. Norris decided to 
change its name and in searching for 
something better selected, “The Fun- 
damentalist.” Dr. W. B. Riley, pres- 
ident of the World’s Christian Fun- 
damentals Association, felt this was a 
mistake and protested. The press cir- 
culated the story that these two men 
had “split” over the matter. After 
thinking it over, Dr. Norris was in- 
clined to agree with Dr. Riley and has 
row named his paper, “The Baptist 
Fundamentalist of Texas.” 





During the last few weeks the en- 
tire nation has watched the trial of 
two people, Henry Judd Gray and Mrs. 
Ruth Snyder. They were arrested, 
tried and convicted for one of the most 
terrible murders staged in recent 
years. Sentence was pronounced on 
them May 138th, by Judge Townsend 
Scudder. After fulfilling the demands 
of the law by sentencing the criminals 
to the electric chair the Judge ex- 
pressed his personal views on capital 
punishment. His words were unusual 
for one in hig position. Said he: 
“I believe that the Good Lord gave 
life, and I do not believe that we have 


a right to take it away. They are my 
own personal views and in no sense 
reflect upon the verdict of the jury 
who convicted these two persons.” It 
is true, the Good Lord gave life and 
it is also true that He said, “Thou 
shalt not kill.” How then can capital 
punishment be expected to accomplish 
permanent good for society when it is 
against the plain, spoken Word of the 
Great Judge? It was heart touching 
to read how the convicted Henry Judd 
Gray, standing as it were, in the 
shadow of the electric chair, issued a 
statement to the “public at large” 
warning against the sin which he 
blamed for his tragic downfall. Sin.

Mr. Nelson is a Methodist layman. 
He has established quite a reputation 
as “A Defender” in his locality. Al- 
mena, and nearby towns, seem to have 
an abundance of agnostic, atheists and 
modernists. When one of them bursts 
out with an attack on_ evangelical 
Christianity, Mr. Nelson cannot con- 
scientiously let it go by unchallenged. 

One Sunday night in April he hap- 
pened in to the local Congregational 
Church. Evidently his presence was 
to the Modernist pastor what a red 
rag would be to a gentleman cow. The 
preacher could not resist the tempta- 
tion of taking a fling at the things in 
which Mr. Nelson believes. 

Mr. Nelson says that in the presence 
of 100 other persons, the minister was 
heard to launch an attack on Defend- 
ers, wherein they were characterized 
“as little children with little minds.” 
It was implied, if not actually stated, 
that the Bible writers of old “were 
not entirely reliable because they lack- 
ed modern scientific intelligence.” A 
false statement with reference to Mr. 
Bryan’s attitude toward science is 
also said to have been made. On and 
on went the so-called minister of the 
Gospel. Naturally, Mr. Nelson re- 
sented the slur about Defenders as 
well as the attack on those things 
precious to every true believer. 

Feeling that it would only be fair 
for the Modernist minister to try and 
sustain his contention that Defenders 
are “little children with little minds,” 
Mr. Nelson immediately published a 
challenge in the local newspaper, call- 
ing upon the preacher to meet Gerald 
B. Winrod in public debate. The chal- 
lenge provided that in event Mr. Win- 
rod could not be secured, Mr. Nelson 
be selected as second choice. 

FOR SOME REASON, THE PAS- 
TOR DECIDED THAT HE DID NOT 
CARE TO DEBATE. Mr. Nelson is at 
a loss to understand why the preacher 
should refuse, when he seems so cer- 
tain that Defenders are “as little chil- 
dren with little minds.”

Revolution In Italy 
Five years ago Italy was in the grip of an- 
rchy, having failed to adjust herself to the 
aotic conditions that followed the World War. 
led propaganda, Bolshevism and Communism 
ere sweeping the Country and speaking of cer- 
ain ruin. 
An unknown newspaper editor in Milan, Italy, 
t up from his desk, organized the Fascismo 
Political party, better known as the “Black 
thirts,” and made the famous “March on Rome,” 
hich popular writers say will go down in history 
one of Europe’s greatest historical events. He 
ected the powerful, organized forces which 
ept all Italy under his control and made him 
supreme Dictator of modern times. The name 
f this editor is Benito Mussolini—a name, now, 
t speaks terror to multitudes. 
The title “Black Shirts” describes the char- 
er of the man fairly well. He is a man of 
stery, who prefers the shadows; he likes to 
in the dark and “understands dark sen- 
es.” More will be said of the personal char- 
istics of the man later, but first let us see 


How 

s went about it to take Rome in a “bloodless rev- 

lation.” So dark and uncanny are his operations 
mat one author has been inspired to write a 
ook about him entitled, “Black Magic.” 

_ Instead of mobilizing their forces, forming a 
a@rch and rushing down upon Rome, the little 
fascist squads met in their usual places all over 

y. Then, by any method they wished, they 

lurried to the great mobilization centers on the 
skirts of the Sacred City. As usual, they 

Worked in the dark, for the raid took place the 
ht of October 27, 1982. In a few hours Italy 


They took control of government buildings, 
the press, railway stations, post offices, telegraph 
offices, telephone exchanges, police stations and 
Federal offices. ‘Black Shirts” were to be seen 
everywhere, in control of everything. Rome was 
cut off from the rest of the world by perhaps 50,- 
000 uniformed and armed Fascists. 

Government officials set out to quell the 
“Black Shirts.” On October 29th, the King re- 
turned, having been away from Rome. The Prime 
Minister met him at the station to get his signa- 
ture to a document decreeing martial law. This 
would have, of course, culminated in a bitter 
struggle. 

The King refused to sign the order. He tele- 
graphed Mussolini at Milan, instead, asking him 
to come to Rome and form a cabinet. On October 
80th, the new Dictator dramatically came down 
to Rome, wearing a black shirt. He met the King 
amid splendor and wild cheers. He formed a 
cabinet and went to work. Italy’s savior had 
arrived. 

Mussolini has shown his teeth since that mo- 
ment, and the world knows they are made of iron. 
A writer for the New York World, in his book, 
“Italy Under Mussolini,” says that, 

“* * * after a voyage from end to end 
of the Country, to compose a long cata- 
log of the misdeeds of Mussolini and his 
followers, of thousands of beatings and 
brutalities of all sorts, from the tearing 
out of beards to the lifelong ruin of 
health by the obscene torture of castor- 
oil, of hundreds of murders and arbitrary 
imprisonments,” 

this author is certain that Fascism was born in a 
brawl with a club in its hands, and a club and 
chopper have remained the insignia of its mystery. 
The same author continues, 

“The suppression of the press and the 

right of association have proved them- 
selves more of a bar to revolt than all 
the desultory clubbings and killings of 
three years. A modern state, Mussolini 
has shown us, can be kept dumb and 
helpless once the press is dead. 
Fascism is a social disease, a fever of Shs 
body politic. There is no more a doc- 
trine of Fascism than a doctrine of small- 
pox.” 

Reports are current how bodies have been rid- 
dled by bullets. Stories are told of Italian states- 
men, who dared to speak against Mussolini, be- 
ing exiled, tortured and kiiled. 

A notable instance was in the case of Giacomo 
Matteotti, a leader of the Moderate Socialists, 
who was mysteriously slain after delivering an 
address against Fascism in Parliament. 

With the press muzzled, a law prohibiting any- 
one to speak against his policies, and the death 
penalty for attempts on his life, Mussolini con- 
tinues to rule with an iron hand. 

Only a few days ago, one, Tito Zaniboni, was 
arrested in his hotel bed-room window calmly 
puffing a cigaret and training his high-power 
rifle upon the balcony of Mussolini’s office, from 
which the Dictator was shortly to deliver a 
speech. The fact, alone, that Zaniboni was given 
a fair trial before military judges created con- 
siderable newspaper comment. 

During the trial, while newspaper reporters 
gasped, the prisoner shouted, “Mussolini is an im- 
poster! As the illegal Cape del Governor (Head 
of the State) he is stamping upon Liberty and 
the teas “S: 

“Ah, Liberta Bella,” on the prisoner, “you 
are trampled, you are Phe eked * * * Will no one 
but Zaniboni cry ‘Long Live Liberty!’” 

“Signor Zaniboni,” rapped the military judges, 
“confine yourself to faets. 

“Ha! Facts!” roared Signor Zaniboni, “well, 
it is a fact that if the police, instead of arresting 
me at 8:30 had done so at 12:30 my project would 
have been completed * * * What more do you 
want ?”

What hinders His working among 
Christians? A study of the New 
Testament reveals there are two 
things very offensive to God. One is 
Sin. Sin among the people of God 
grieves the Holy Spirit. (Eph. 4: 
25-32.) We have just noticed this in 
the case of Ananias and Sapphira. 
Most of I Corinthians is a pleading of 
the Spirit of God with the Christians 
to forsake their sins. The Holy Spirit 
is either pleading through us or He is 
pleading with us. Is it not true that 
the Holy Spirit in this present day is 
pleading with too many Christians to 
forsake their sins and worldliness, 
when they should be yielded to Him as 
instruments for His power? It is 
important that we so live in our per- 
sonal lives and with each other that 
we grieve not the Holy Spirit of God. 


The other thing offensive to the 
Holy Spirit is false doctrine... He loves 
the same things God loves and is of- 
fended by the same things God is 
offended, for He is God. Jesus said 
beware of the doctrine of the Sad- 
ducees. The notable thing about the 
Sadducees was what they did not be- 
lieve. They said there was no resur- 
rection, no angels, no spirit. (Acts 
23:8.) The notable thing about many 
men in high places today is what the 
inform us they do not believe, thoug 
the Bible definitely teaches the truth 
they deny. God is no more in love 
with the doctrine of the Sadducees 
than He ever was! The message of 
the Book of Galatians is a plea by 
the Holy Spirit through the apostle 
Paul against the false doctrine of coii- 
fusing law and grace. Strong lan- 
gauge is used. (Gal. 1:7-9.) Yet, 
if comparison can be made, the false 
doctrine of confusing law and grace 
seems mild compared to some of the 
false teaching of this present day. As 
an illustration, this statement appears 
in the Watchman-Fxaminer( Baptist) 
of February 17. 1927, in an article by 
Dr: Baches, “Professor Leuba, of 
Bryn Mawr College. has in print the 
statement that from twenty five to 
thirty-five per cent of the students 
will at graduation have lost their be- 
lief in immortality under proper guid- 
ance. Such guidance marks a school 
definitely as non-Christian or anti- 
Christian.” Statements as_ serious 
could be duplicated from the writings 
of hundreds of preachers and teach- 
ers. 


What does the Word of God coun- 
sel? Speaking of false teachers it 
reads that their “mouths must be 
stopped.” (Titus 1:9-11.) It is the 
conviction of the writer that there will 
be no revival with the power of the 
Holy Spirit’s presence until God’s 
neople are united to do the will of God 
in dealing with false doctrine. 


Sin and false doctrine are not 
more tolerated by the Spirit of 
today than ever, even though the of- 
fenders do not drop dead the moment 
thev are guilty. There will be many 
no better off than Ananias and § 
phira when they appear before Gad 
at the Judgment. But in this present 
day if we would have power im our 
churches to win the lost and 
strengthen saints, we as pastors and 
people need to recognize the presence 
of the Holy Spirit of God and refrain 
from grieving Him either by deed or 
doctrine.

III. The Presence of the Holy Spirit 
is Administrative. 

He chose Barnabas and Saul for 
the work of missionaries and sent 
them forth. (Acts 13:2.) He is the 
same Person who selects His servants 
today and sends them forth. A ser- 
vant so chosen is a man sent from God 
and has a mission. The Holy Spirit 
directed His servants in their min- 
istry. He could forbid Paul to enter 
into Bithynia to preach and then He 
directed Paul into Macedonia. (Acts 
16:6-10.) The Holy Spirit determined 
the decision reached by the council at 
Jerusalem. (Acts 15:28.) God ap- 
proved the apostles’ message by the 
gift of the Holy Spirit. (Acts 10:44; 
Acts 15:7-9.) Where the full truth 
was not declared the Holy Ghost was 
not given. (Acts 18:24 to 19:3.) When 
the full truth of redemption was de- 
clared the Holy Ghost came upon 
those who believed. (Acts 19:4-7.) 
Here is a serious question for our con- 
sideration. Is it true that the people 
who .accept our message receive the 
Holy Ghost? Is God approving of our 
message by giving the Holy Spirit? 
Would not many teachers and preach- 
ers find that their message needed 
revising in order to meet the approval 
of > if these facts were consid- 
ered ? 


Just a few lines from the introduc- 
tion of a sermon by Dr. A. T. Pierson 
as an illustration of the attitude of a 
man under the control of the Spirit of 
God. Dr. Pierson was one of America’s 
greatest Bible students and teachers, 
and witnessed a mighty blessing of 
God-in His ministry; 


“That we are in the presence of 
Christ is becoming so really and mani- 
festly a matter of consciousness to 
some of us, that I am not quite sure 
I ought to speak. In the Ladies’ meet- 
ing this morning, without any appeal, 
a spirit of self-sacrifice took posses- 
sion of those who were in attendance. 
One sister desired to give the last 
thing she had to the Lord and she 
gave a silver clasp. And others, with- 
out any appeal for sacrifice, followed, 
until sixty-eight offerings from per- 
sonal ornamentation and over ten 
pounds in money, were offered to the 
Lord in that small meeting. 


“Personally I have been on my face 
before God, wondering whether I 
ought to speak at all. I am not go- 
ing to lead you in prayer, I am going 
to ask you to bow your heads and ask 
for two definite things—first, that I 
may be enabled to speak, or keep 
silence, just as God will; and, second, 
that you may hear whatever I speak 
in His name, or whatever He speaks 
in my silence. Then, as He may lead, 
I will say a few words. Let us bow 
our heads.” (After silent prayer Dr. 
Pierson continued with a sermon.) 


If we would return to this “sim- 
plicity that is in Christ” and _ the 
Christians would yield to the mind of 
the Spirit of God in deed, doctrine 
and service, the power of His presence 
would be upon us, great numbers 
would be saved, missionaries would be 
sent forth and money provided for 
their maintenance. “But ye shall re- 
ceive power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me.... unto the utter- 
most parts of the earth.”

and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 
Before this grand event takes place, the na- 
tions wiil be shaken as reeds in the wind. Great 
changes are already being made which will cul- 
minate in a series of clearly described events be- 
fore the New Age is born. The clouds are now 
gathering for the most terrible storm in history 
among the nations.

Book of Daniel. | : 

This prophet looked down the vista of time to 
the end of the present age and drew a sketch of 
the general conditions to exist among the nations, 
and he was careful to fill in all the important 
details. Perhaps his peg message is the vivid 
description of a wicked and powerful personage, 
which toward the close of the age becomes ener- 
gized with Satanic force and finally reaches the 
point where he is very devil incarnate—THE 
ANTI-CHRIST. : 

Nebuchadnezzar was king of Babylon. He was 
also president of the “University of abylon.” He 
had a terrible dream which he could not bring 
back to consciousness. The members of his faculty 
were instructed to come before him. He told them 
of the dream which he could not remember, and 
said ? 

“*** the thing is gone from me; if ye 
will not make known unto me the dream, 
with the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
be cut to pieces ***.” ; 3 

All the Modernists of his faculty, including 
the magicians, astrologers and sorcerers, failed. 
A decree was issued to kill all the wise men, so- 
ealled, of the Kingdom.

“From all over the world, Theosophists 
are gathering at A lyar, Madras, India, to 
deify a new Christ A 28 year old 
man with a beautiful face. whom thou- 
sands of men and women already regard 
with reverence, will be hailed as a new 
Messiah and worshipped as divine.” 

This new “Christ” visited America recently, 
and concerning his departure, the Atlanta Geor- 
gian had this to sav, April 30, 1927: 

“Krishnamurti, a young Hindu. one of 
the thousands that have announced them- 
selves as “the Messiah,” sailed from 
-America back to England and India yes- 
terday. Reporters fourd him on the 
vassenger ship Republic dressed in gray, 
bright yellow shoes, red necktie, reading 


ing the entire article to 


a novel. Theosophists call Krishnamurti 
the vehicle through which the God-head 
speaks.

In my remarks on Mendel’s Law as 
ted in the April number of “The 
fender” it was stated that Mendel’s 
‘Report of its discovery was published 
“Only sixty years” after Darwin pro- 
'mulgated his theory. Since that state- 
ment, as printed, was not correct and 
deprives the remark of its intended 
‘orce, I wish to say here that it should 
have read “only six years.” The “Ori- 
f of Species” was published Novem- 
24, 1859. Mendel’s Report was 
published in 1866, only six years later, 
and fully five years before the “Des- 
went of Man,” which did not appear 

until 1871. 

This inadvertent error can however 
be made useful in the great debate if 
‘we allow it to call attention to the 
remarkable fact that evolutionists 
ignored -‘Mendel’s Report until it was 
republished in 1900, seventeen years 
after its discoverer was dead.

- fantastic theory of biologic evolution,

Text: 2 Timothy 3:16, “All scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness,” 

Introduction— 


There are plenty. of people who be- 
lieve that it is not the business of the 
church to speak against any institu- 
tion or any people. “Just preach the 
gospel” and never say a word against 
enybody or anything is their creed. 
Perhaps to some this may seem the 
altruistic, charitable and christian 
way, yet, such a policy was never ar- 
rived at by obedience to Scripture. 


The apostle Paul states specifically 
thet one of the purposes for the Word 
of God is “for correction.” So it is, 
not only the privilege, but the duty 
of the servant of Christ to use the 
Bible, not only for building doctrine 
but also for correcting erroneous 
teaching. Take for example the apos- 
tle Paul. Do you think he never lifted 
his voice against evil doers, or against 
erroneous teachings? The bitter per- 
secution launched against him was 
largely because he was constantly re- 
buking those who would corrupt the 
simplicity of the gospel of Christ. 


Paul wrote to the Galatians to re- 
fute the error of the legalists, who 
claimed works were necessary to jus- 
tification. 


The book of Colossians was written 
to refute the error of “mysticism” 
and “asceticism.” Col. 2:9-23. 


The book of Thessalonians was writ- 
ten to correct false idxas about the 
second coming of Christ. 2 Thes. 
2:1-3. 


The apostle Paul did not even hes- 
itate to rebuke so venerable a person 
as Peter himself, when Peter was 
wrong. (Gal. 2:11) 


Another fact to keen in mind is 
that truth is often illuminated or 
made more clear by contrast with er- 
ror. For instance when Paul wished 
to make the way of salvation clear 
to Ephesians, he says, “For by grace 
are ye saved, through faith; and that 
not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: not of works, lest any man 
should boast.” Note—It is “of faith” 
but it is “not of works.” 


I have in my hand a leaflet called 
“The Catholic Leaflet” which teaches 
some things about Purgatory. I sup- 
pose this was given to one of my mem- 
Mang for the purpose of enlightening 

im. 


The publisher begins by asking this 
question, “What do you mean by Pur- 
gatory?” He answers the question by 
saying, “A middle state of souls; 
wherein such as depart this life in the 
state of grace, but have not fully sat- 
isfied for their sins, are detaimed till 
they have made full satisfaction and 
are purified from every stain; because 
there shall not enter into heavén any- 
thing defiled.” 


Perhaps if Mike had known of this 
place he would not have said what he 
did ebout his brother Pat. It seems 
that Mike’s brother Pat, was an in- 
fidel, who believed in neither heaven 
nor hell. Pat died and was laid out 
for burial by a skillful undertaker, He 


looked beautiful. Mike came over to 
take a last look at the corpse. Heav- 
ing a sigh Mike says, “Poor Pat, 
all dressed up and no place to go.” 


A second question is-asked by the 
publisher. “Is the word Purgatory 
found in the Scriptures?” He answers 
“No, but the sense, or thing signified 
by it is found there.” 

The third question is, “How can you 
prove Purgatory?” He answers. by 
saying, “By Scripture and Tradition, 
as expounded by the Holy Catholic 
Church.” 


Note particularly that Catholics 
must admit that the word Purgatory 
is not found in Scripture. But accord- 
ing to Catholic teaching, most every- 
one must go there. Now isn’t it 
strange that the New Testament writ- 
ers should omit mentioning this place, 
especially in the light of its import- 
ance in Catholic religion? They 
were careful not to omit the mention 
of hell or heaven. The silence of Scrip- 
ture is significant. 


And as “prayers,” . “mass,” “pen- 
itential works” are necessary to the 
release of souls from purgatory, how 
is it that the New Testament writer 
wholly forgot to enjoin Christians to 
perform these duties. Not once do we 
find the apostles urging Christians to 
offer the sacrifice of mass, or do 
penitential works to secure the release 
of souls in Purgatory. 


Catholics say that Purgatory is a 
place where people who are too good 
for hell, but not good enough for 
heaven must go. I quote their own 
words, “Now in this world besides the 
Very wicked (the emphasis mine) and 
the very good there are many who are 
neither the one nor the other; they 
are not so wicked in the eyes of God 
that He rejects them from His pres- 
ence, as they have not been guilty of 
those crimes of which it is written: 
‘They who do these things shall never 
enter into the kingdom of Heaven.’ 
Nor at the same time are they so holy 
as to be admitted immediately into 
heaven into which nothing defiled can 
enter. The holiness of God is such 
that He will not admit into His pres- 
ence those who have upon them any 
stain of sin, nor will His mercy allow 
them to be forever exclud-d from the 
kingdom of Heaven, as they did not 
entirely lose His grace; but He ex- 
cluded them for a time, until these 
stains of sin are removed.” 


Briefly I wish to call attention to 
the errors of such a position. 


FIRST—THE SCRIPTURE NEVER 
LEADS ONE TO BELIEVE THAT 
A PERSON WHO IS NOT READY 
FOR HEAVEN IS STILL TOO 
GOOD FOR HELL. 


In the sight of God men are in one 
of two conditions. They are either 
saved or unsaved; lost or redeemed; 
under condemnation or free from con- 
demnation. (John 3:18; 1 John 5:12; 
Rom, 8:1.) 


The Bible plainly teaches the per- 
sons born into this world are born 
with a sinful nature and in a lost con- 
dition. “Behold, I was shapen in in- 
iquity, and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me.” (Ps. 51:5.) “For the Son

A dozen years ago, a great layman, 
Lyman Stewart of Los Angeles, plac- 
ed in the hands of a competent 
committee a fund of $300,000 re- 


_ questing that the same be used to 


publish a series of books dealing with 


- the Christian fundamentals, and that 


the entire Protestant ministry of the 
world be made a present of the same. 
The inspiration for this undertaking 


‘Lyman Stewart received as he listen- 


ed to a great sermon from the lips of 
Dr. A. C. Dixon, then pastor of the 
Metropolitan Tabernacle, London, 
England. The publication and dis- 
tribution of this serics had been com- 
pleted when Dixcn and ths wrior 
were thrown together for days in the 
Montrose, Pa., Bible Conference. After 
long periods of prayer and conference, 
We agreed together to call the initial 
meeting that brought into existence 
“The World’s Christian Fundamentals 
Association.” 


In its first meeting the last week 
of May, 1919, in Music Hall, Philadel- 
phia, over sixty-five hundred funda- 
mentalists gathered from different 
states, provinces and continents. Ad- 
ditional auditoriums had to be employ- 
ed to accommodate the crowds, and at 
the end of that week the organization 
Was a completed fact, and a volume 
“God Hath Spoken” was ready for the 
press and the Fundamentalist move- 
ment was a new born infant, but a 


. lusty and promising one. * * * 


Fundamentalism undertakes to re- 
affirm the greater Christian doctrines. 

Mark this phrase, “the greater 
Christian doctrines.” It does not at- 
tempt to set forth every Christian 
doctrine. It has never known the 
elaboration that characterizes the 
great denominational confessions, But 


’ it did. lay them side by side, and, out 


of their extensive statements, elect 
nine points upon which to rest its 
claims to Christian attention. They 
were and are as follows: 


I. We believe in the Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments as ver- 
bally inspired of God, and inerrent in 
the original writings, and that they 
are of supreme and final authority in 
faith and life. 


II. We believe in one God, eternally 


' existing in three persons, Father, Son 


and Holy Spirit. 


Ill. We believe that Jesus Christ 
was begotten by the Holy Spirit, and 
born of the Virgin Mary, and is true 
God and true man. 


TV. We believe that man was 
created in the image of God, that he 
sinned and thereby incurred not only 


‘physical death but also that spiritual 
death which is separation from Cod: 
and that all human beings are born 


with a sinful nature, and, in the cese 


“of those who ren-h mora! responsibil- 


ity, become sinners in thought, word 
and deed. 
V. We believe that the Lord Jesus

Christ died for our sins according to 
the Scriptures as a representative and 
substitutionary sacrifice; and that all 
that believe in Him are justified on 
the ground of His shed blood.

His ascension into heaven, and in His 
present life there for us, as High 
Priest and Advocate.

Fundamentalism is forever the an- 
tithesis of modernist critical theology. 
It is made up of another and an op- 
posing school. Modernism submits 
all Scripture to the judgment of man. 
According +o its method he may re- 
ject any portion of the Book as un- 
inspired, unprofitable, and even unde- 
sirable, and aecept another portion as 
‘rom God because its sentences suit 
him, or its teachings inspire him.

This 
has been the conception of fundamen- 
talists from the first, for while the 
World’s Christian Fundamentals As- 
sociation, as an organization, is but 
nine years old, Christian fundamental- 
ism has back of it two thousand years 
of glorious history. 


It was fundamentalism that pro- 
duced the book of Acts. You will find 
every essential feature of our creed 
in Peter’s sermon at Pentecost, even 
to the Second Coming. 


It was fundamentalism that con- 
quered the Roman Empire, and in one 
hundred years revised the conduct of 
men and brought in established laws 
of righteousness, including regard for 
the Sabbath, the rights of the church 
in the state, and the recognition of 
law vs. anarchy. 


It was fundamentalism that chal- 
lenged corrupt Rome in Martin Luth- 
er’s time and called out a people 
whose clean and wholesome conduct 
became the condemnation of foul pa- 
pal practices, and turned the thought 
of the general public from the coer- 
cive measures of a corrupt church to 
the intelligent and voluntary service 
of the King of glory. 


It was fundamentalism that faced.

fair field fought the battle to the fin- 
ish, and slew that infidel monster as 
effectually as Saint George was ever 
imagined to have trampled the dragon. 


And it was fundamentalist evange- 
lists who so uniformly led the com- 
mon people back to the “faith once 
dsivered” as to practically bury athe- 
ism out of sight for one hundred 
years,.* *°* 


Today there are one hundred schools 
and colleges connected with our Fun- 








damentalist Association, some of 
which have escaped the covetous 
clutches of modernism, but most of 
which have been brought into being 
as a protest against modernism itself, 
Their growth has been so phenomenal 
as to prove that the old tree is fruit- 
ful still, and that the finest fruit is to 
be found upon its newest branches, 
orthodox churches, fundamentalist col- 
leges, sound Bible training schools, 
evangelical publication societies, mul- 
tiplied Bible conferences and staunch 
defenders of the faith in ever in- 
creasing numbers in each denomina- 
tign, ¢°** 


The Bible is not a book so difficult 
of understanding as to separate men 
into factions. The trouble is they have 
come to it with their prejudiced opin- 
ions, with their fixed philosophies and 
have tried to find in its sacred pages 
the difference of inherited heresies, 
and denominationalism has been the 
result. Is it any wonder that this 
modern Diana is now being discred- 
ited? And shall we marvel if she 
suffers the same fate that befell the 
Diana of the Ephesians? Should we 
be surprised if we find that eccle- 
siastical officials, who have financially 
profited at this false shrine, call to- 
gether men of like occupation and 
salary with themselves, and say, “Sirs, 
ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. Moreover ye see and 
hear, that not alone in Atlanta, but 
throughout all America, and even to 
the end of the world, these fundamen- 
talists are persuading and turning 
away much people, saying that de- 
nominationalism is not divine, so that 
not only our craft is in danger to be 
set at nought, but even the great de- 
nomination itself may .come to be 
despised, and her magnificence de- 
stroyed. * * * 


Some of us have seen enough! Our 
hearts are sick with the sight! We 
know that our denominationalism 
means nothing to us but a deception. 
It seems to bind into a brotherhood 
men that have nothing in common 
but a brand of the same name, when 
the great truth is that in every evan- 
gelical denomination (and as we pro- 
foundly believe, even in Rome herself 
are some), there are thousands, hun- 
dreds of thousands, and millions upon 
millions of men who are practically 
in faith and heart ONE, and who 
ought perhaps, without longer delay, 
to surrender up to the modernist- 
marauders these institutions, now uni- 
formily manned by unbelievers, as a 
liability and not an asset. As a new 
organization we could then go forth 
as brethren in the Lord, as poor, per- 
haps, as were the original disciples, 
but believing His Word and trusting 
His blood, declare afresh the mission 
of the Church of Christ and continue 
the task, undertaken by the apostles 
twenty centuries ago, of preaching the 
Gospel to every creature and hasten- 
ing the day of the coming King. 


Who are my brethren? Baptists? 
Not necessarily, and in thousands of 
instance, NO! My Brethren are those 
who believe in a personal God, in an 
inspired Book, and in a redeeming 
Christ.

the stage of mutual tolerance (in the 
same religious fold) is a fact concern- 
ing which there hardly seems room 
for any one to doubt.” 


While many leading modernists and 
practically all the liberalistic journals 
recognize the great chasm which sep- 
arates them from Biblical Christian- 
ity, yet they try to disguise a prac- 
tical atheism under theistic phrases; 
as a rule, they use the old Biblical 
expressions and call religious liberal- 
ism Christian theology and try to re- 
gard it as an improvement on the old 
Faith. 


Today many of our college and uni- 
versity professors, and not a few re- 
ligious writers are hedging and cam- 
ouflaging. They play fast and loose 
with words, making statements of 
their faith with mental reservations, 
trifling with the Christian religion 
and morality. They do not commit 
themselves. Even Dean Fenn, of Har- 
vard, says that the supreme need of 
modern liberalism is for definite and 
precise thinking and direct, plain 
speaking. There is nothing more re- 
pellant than the teacher and preacher 
who privately admits that he does not 
believe what he publicly utters. 

Only recently, the editor of the Bos- 
ton Herald said the following about 
such dishonest attitudes: “From the 
beginning the overwhelming majority 
of liberals in the orthodox churches 
and schools have dodged the issues— 
have hedged, evaded, qualified and 
compromised.” 


The Leuba Investigation 


Professor James H. Leuba of Bryn 
Mawr College, in his book on “The 
Belief in God and Immortality,” sets 
forth the religious status and influ- 
ence of the larger colleges and uni- 
versities of America. He shows to 
what degree many of the fundamental 
truths of the Christian Faith have 
been discarded. 


He leaned from a very careful 
questionnaire investigation to what 
extent American scholars, scientists 
and university students believe in the 
existence of God and the immortality 
of the soul. Professor Leuba found 
that only fourteen per cent of the 
psychologists, eighteen per cent of the 
biologists, nineteen per cent of the so- 
ciologists, thirty-two per cent of the 
historians and thirty-four per cent of 
the physicists believe in the existence 
of God, and that a somewhat larger 
percentage believe in the immortality 
of the soul. 


Another result of this investigation 
which gives material for sober thought 
is that among these students the per- 
centage of believers is far larger in 
the lower classes than in the higher, 
showing that the influence of these in- 
stitutions is largely responsible for 
the prevailing unbelief. From forty 
to fifty od cent of the young men 
leaving these institutions do not ac- 
cept the belief in a God who answers 
prayer. 


These figures ‘represent stubborn 
facts concerning the kind of teaching 
that prevails in many of our higher 
institutions of learning—facts that 


4 _ have not been denied. 
_ Dr. Leuba, an avowed unbeliever, 


himself sums up the results of his in- 
quiry as follows: “The situation re- 
vealed by the present statistical 
studies demands a revision of public 
opinion regarding the prevalence of 
the two cardinal beliefs of official 
Christianity, and shows the futility 
of the efforts of those who would meet 
the present religious crisis by devising 
a more efficient organization and co- 
operation of the churches, or more at- 
tractive social features, or even a more 
complete consecration of the church 
membership to its task.. The essential 
problem facing organized Christianity 
is constituted by the widespread re- 
jection of its two fundamental dog- 
mas.” 


Another Important Fact 

Many liberalistic professors readily 
admit that taking a course in a mod- 
ern ccllege has a tendency to dissuade 
young men from entering the min- 
istry. Hear the words of Professor 
Gerald B. Smith of the University of 
Chicago: “Many of the most enter- 
prising and devoted men in our col- 
leges deliberately turn away from the 
Christian ministry because they are 
convineed, rightly or wrongly, that 
there is no place in the church for the 
kind of free and independent thinking 
which they have learned at college to 
love and employ constructively.” 

This situation is largely due to the 
fact that many of the teachers in the 
colleges come from their graduate 
studies in these large universities 
where their modernistic, free-thinking 
teachers give their attention chiefly, 
sometimes exclusively, to problems of 
moral reform and social betterment; 
teachers who take an attitude of com- 
parative indifference toward the most 
important questions of life because 
they reject the source of our knowl- 
edge of these things. They consider 
the doctrines, as those of God and im- 
mortality, of very little importance, 
or at least of much less importance 
than questions of material improve- 
ment and reform. 


Another Aspect of This Problem 

In the Liberty Weekly, an ultra- 
liberal magazine, of April 2, 1927, 
there appeared a discussion of “Why 
Students Commit Suicide,” prepared 
by Mr. Alan Tabor. He says in sub- 
stance that the majority of those 
studying the situation, place the chief 
blame for student suicides upon their 
instructors; that the major funda- 
mentals that sustained the youth of 
former generations, such as faith in 
religion, home, country and God, have 
been knocked from under the boys of 
the present, and nothing worth while 
has been given to replace these. He 
says religion has gone out of style 
= both faculties and undergradu- 
ates. 


Psychopathic experts, insurance and 
police experts, faculty members in 
direct contact with students, and under 
graduates themselves, declare that the 
conditions revealed by the ‘suicides 
are duplicated in nearly every college 
and in virtually every college group. 
Mr. Tabor continues: students refuse 
to take things on faith alone; they ac- 
cept nothing unless proved in the lab- 
oratory. During the seven years in 
which Mr. Tabor’s own son was in 
preparatory schools and college, his 
work took him to colleges all over the 
country. He says that the present 
generation is bored by the’ things that 
used to be intensely interesting. The 
line of conversation has changed. 
Serious discussions of free love, psy- 
choanalysis. Nietzsche and Freud are 
common. Religion, of the kind we ac- 
cepted without argument, is considered 
old fashioned. Everywhere—East, 
South, North and West—in the col- 
leges, we are informed, the boys talk 
of the “Russian School,” the “Russian 
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Influence,” Neitzsche, Marx Freud 
and every destructive phase of philos- 
ophy and nothing constructive. Stu- 
dents regard self-destruction as some- 
thing heroic. They go after the won- 
derful adventure; have a warped and 
distorted sense of the true values of 
life; a doubtful set of morals, and an 
outfit of nerves and complexes that 
keep them miserably swamped and 
unbalanced. 


The Boston Transcript points out 
that when young men of twenty say 
they have lived the whole of life, and 
then determine the hour of their own 
death, something is wrong with our 
system of home training and with our 
system of education. It behooves re- 
ligious and civic leaders at once to 
find out what is wrong and correct it. 
This newspaper continues: “This small 
regard for human life on the part of 
its owners is worse than the murders, 
wherein America leads. As a sign of 
the times, it portends more than all 
the unrest, the crimes, the strikes, 
even the wars, we have encountered. 
We can even endure world wars, but 
no nation can endure, the young peo- 
ple of which destroy themselves.” 


Mechanistic teachers are engaged in 
the same task to which the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Atheism, whose published aim is “to 
remove boys and girls from the evil 
influence of the clergy, encourage 
them to protest against Bible reading 
and religious worship in institutions 
of learning, dispel the illusion of im- 
mortality, and thus free the college 
student from the fear of hell and the 
hope of heaven.” When a_ student 
imbibes such teaching he loses all 
moral balance and reverence, becomes 
a moral and spiritual Bolshevik, a 
menace to society, and in despondency 
he destroys himself. 


Tne subtitle of the above men- 
tioned Atheistic organization is, “A 
Militant Foe of the Church and 
Clergy, seeking to Atheize America.” 
Its President says, “We are going to 
undermine the churches and colleges 
of America as certainly as_ time 
comes.” And the Secretary says, “We 
can do it because the churches are al- 
ready slipping.” 


In the eighteen months of the ex- 
istence, the Secretary says, “We have 
established atheist chapters in twenty 
colleges and preparatory schools and 
put them into three high schools;

But, if a person “born i in sin,” “dead 
in trespasses and sins,” and “lost” has 
been “born again,” he is free from 
condemnation, a child of God, and pre- 
pared for heaven. Christ Jesus em- 
phasized this when He said, “Except 
a man be born again he cannot enter 
the Kingdom of God.” (John 3:3.) 
SECOND — 

PURGATORY IS ERROR BE- 

CAUSE IT DENIES THE EFFI- 

CACY OF THE BLOOD OF 

CHRIST ALONE TO CLEANSE 

FROM SIN. 

According to Catholic belief, the 
blood of Christ does not cleanse from 
every stain, but purgatorial fires are 
necessary before we are pure. Of 
course, this denial of the efficacy of 
the blood is the distinguishing mark 
of all false teaching, and the Catholic 
church is no exception. 

However, Scripture plainly teaches 
that the blood cleanses from every 
stain, and that nothing but blood will 
cleanse. (Heb. 9:22; Col. 1:14; Col. 
1:20-22.) 

But the Catholic church says, “Yes, 
Christ died for our sins,” but, “He 
still requires that we apply the merits 
of His death to our souls by the sacra- 
ments, penitential works, and other 
means which He has appointed. 

As he appointed baptism to free us 
from original sin, so He ordained pen- 
ance to cancel the sins we commit af- 
ter baptism.” 

To this I reply, that faith only is 
the means by which we are justified 
or cleansed from stain of sin. 

Baptism does not cleanse from orig- 
inal sin, nor does it bring about re- 
generation. Baptism is an ordinance 
only to be administered to those who 
are already cleansed and regenerated. 

Paul the apostle did not believe that 
Baptism was necessary to cleanse 
from original sin, which I wish to 
prove by using only two scriptures. 

In 1 Cor. 4:15 Paul writes to the 
Corinthians and reminds them how 
that they were saved through his 
preaching of the gospel. “For though 
ye have ten thousand instructors in 
Christ, yet have ye not many fathers: 
for in Christ Jesus I have begotten 
you through the gospel.” But in the 
same epistle, writing about the same 
people he says, “I thank God that I 
baptized none of you, but Crispus and 
Gaius: lest any should say that I had 
baptized in mine own name, * * * For 
Christ sent me not to baptize, but to 
preach the gospel.” Certainly if bap- 
tism were so essential in salvation, 
the apostle Paul could not have said, 
“I baptized none of you.
